The Chinese deputation was next intro- 
duced by Mr Smith (Kegistrar General), 
and the peacock’s feathers and peculiar 
togas of the leading men must have been 
somewhat of a novelty to His Royal 
Highness. Mr Smith explained the 
object of the address; and after each 
member of the large deputation had paid 
their respects in their own fashion, they 
withdrew. This address covered a large 
surfuce of crimson silk, and was in the 
form of a most elaborately ormimented 
and illuminated scroll, We will publish 
a translation in our Overland edition. 
Mr F, Stewart (Inspector of Govern- 
ment Schools) then introduced the depu- 
tation of Govermuent Schoolmasters, of 
whom there were avout a dozen, The 
address (which was briefly explained by 
Mr Stewait to his Koyal Highness) 
consisted of a roll of red satin with 
variegated border, the back being ol 
green silk, The characters were beauti- 
fully written in gold, as in that from the 
Chinese Community, but the latter must 
be admitted to have been more gorgeous 
and costly than the former. ‘The follow
